CAMPING AT CAPITOLA THIS WEEK 

Last Saturday morning ten mem-| 
bers of Menlo Park Troop No. 107, 
Boy Scouts of America assembled at 
their headquarters preparatory to go- | 
ing on their first annual summer 
camp which was held at «Capitola. 

Owing to a difficulty in securing 
transportation, no truck being avail- | 
able and the rajlroad rates being | 
considered too high, Henry Ford was! 
called on and W. A. Shelbourn kind- 
ly responded and took five of the 
boys und Scoutmaster L. E. Harris 
the other five in two Ford and left | 
here about nine o’clock, going by the | 
way of Los Gatos and Santa Cruz. 
The machines were loaded with the | 

camp equipment and it looked like | 

the army was really moving. 

The first matter of real interest to | 
come be was the arrival of the party | 
at a “hot dog’? stand five miles out 
of Santa Cruz where the boys pro-| 
ceeded to buy out the entjre stock of | 
dogs and buns. 

The troop arrived at camp in Capi- 
tola about 12 o’clock anid proceeded 
to pitch their camp and eat lunch} 
which had been prepared before leav- | 
ing home. The afternoon was then 
spent in swimming and a general | 
good time by all returning to camp) 
for dinner at six o’clock. 

First call was sounded at 6 o’clock | 
in the morning and taps at nine o’- 
clock in the evening during the entire | 
stay at camp. 

Sunday morning the boys enjoyed 
their first breakfast in the open and | 

had a big feed of hoteakes, one of | 

the lads disposing of fourteen, with | 
coffee. Being Sunday no drill was | 
indulged in and the boys were given | 
liberty to enjoy themselves after in- | 
spection of quarters. During the day 
a large detachment of soldiers from 
Monterey were in Capitola and some 
of the officers inspected the camp and 
praised the boys very highly on the | 
way their tents were pitched and on! 
the orderly appearance of their per- | 
sonal effects and the camp in gen- 
eral as well as the ‘discipline shown 
on the beach. The afternoon was | 
spent in fishing and boating on the} 
river. 

Monday morning the troop went 
fishing from the wharf and caught 
enough for breakfast, following'| 
which a number of the boys passed 
Scout Tests preparatory to taking the 
next higher rank as Boy Scouts. 
Before going to bed on Monday each 
boy was served with a pill, in order 
that the health of all might be pre- 
served and as a preventative of sea 
sickness. 

Through the kindness of Captain 
George E. Mitchell the entire troop, | 
accompanied by Mrs. Ruth O. Brad-j 
ley, Caughter of Seoutmaster L. E. 
Harris, were taken on a launch ride | 
on the bay in his fine new 26-foot 
boat “Bessie.” To say that the lalds 
enjoyed the trip would be putting it 
mildly and practically all of them 
expressed a desire to become “sea 
scouts” when they attain the neces- | 
sary age for members of that 
branch of scouting. On the return 
to the wharf the troop gave three 
cheers for Captail Mitchell which he 
answered by two blasts of his whistle 
and then the principal topic diseuss- 
ed was the usual one, “when do we 
eat.” 

Different items that constituted 
the menu ran from hot cakes and 
coffee for breakfast to stew or hot 
dogs for dinner at night, lunch being 
a cold meal with coffee or tea. 
Dessert consisted of cantaloup for 
two meals and pie for two meals. 

Several camp fires were enjoyed 
one of which was a community af- 
fair in the automobile camp and a 
fine program of recitations, songs 
and jokes. On Tuesday night the 
members of the troop had their own 
big farewell camp fire, and it was 
a big one. While gathered around 
this fire the boys elected Fred Wer- 
rell cook for the next big summer 
camp, and the cook appointed Ed- 
ward McLoughlin as_ his assistant. 
The cooks for this year’s camp were 
Fred Worrell and William Rathje, 
who were assisted and given instruct- 
ion by Scoutmaster Harris.

‘SUPERVISOR REQUESTED

A storage battery can only be 
charged by a direct current, and when 
charging the positive wire of the 
charging current must be connected to
